At a pleasant evening’s entertainment given in New 
York by Mr. Andrew Carnegie recently in the 
form of an “international peace eve- 
ning,’ Mr. August Belmont is report- 
ed to have uttered in solemn tones a 
serious warning that the present times 
of industrial prosperity are apt to change and that we 
should prepare for a period of financial stress. 

A year ago, it will be remembered, Mr. James J. 
Hill uttered.a similar solemn warning, but the clouds 
which he then saw upon the business horizon cleared 
away without breaking into rain and nobody got wet. 
Mr. Hill was simply mistaken in his views at that time, 
just as Mr. Belmont may be and probably is at the 
present moment. 

Few of us indeed can see any reason for taking a 
doleful view of the business prospect. To the great 
majority of us, the business sky is clear and the pros- 
pects for continued prosperity were never brighter. 
Our mills, foundries and factories are going at full 
blast in an endeavor to catch up with orders which 
show no signs of diminishing in their volume and may 
rather be expected to show a natural increase as our 
population and markets continue to grow. Mr. Bel- 
mont’s solemn warning will therefore strike most peo- 
ple as mere guesswork. 

This is the view taken by Judge Elbert H. Gary, 
chairman of the board of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, and thus at the head of the industry which 
leading economists regard as the most accurate barom- 
eter of national prosperity.“ In an optimistic mood, 
fully justified by the circumstances prevailing in his 
own industry, Judge Gary hastened to answer Mr. 
Belmont’s speech of warning. Asked by an inter- 
viewer for his opinion of business conditions and the 
prospect, Judge Gary said: 

“From the standpoint of the iron and steel industry, 
business conditions are good. For the month of 
March orders received by our companies were about 
8,000 tons a day in excess of March, 1906, notwith- 
standing we have on the books unfilled orders which 
will fully employ on an average our full capacity for 
about nine months. 

“As to the future one can guess as well as another. 
Probably it depends largely upon conditions which 
arise—crops, politics, finance, but more than anything 
else, sentiment. This may result from existing condi- 
tions as they are seen, or it may be manufactured. 

“If capital becomes frightened by the prophecies of 
disaster or gloomy forebodings on the part of finan- 
ciers, it may be withdrawn from circulation, tempora- 
rily at least, and this would affect business adversely, 
and perhaps bring about business stagnation. 

“T have great hopes for the future. The necessities 
of the people of this country are not diminishing. 
They are increasing, and the ability to pay for them 
is improving.” 

As between the pessimistic warnings of Mr. Bel- 
mont and the cheerful views of Judge Gary, we be- 
lieve the industrial elements in the United States are 
convinced that the facts and conditions support the 
opinion of roseate hue.

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Now that Japan has taken a place in the limekght 
among the nations there is general interest in the study 
of her resources and possibilities as a 

= athe competitor for the world’s trade. As a 

Competitor. basis for such study we have a reliable 

statistical review covering the foreign 
commerce of Japan for the years 1905 and 1906. This 
review has been prepared from figures published by 
the Japanese Official Gazette, and was transmitted to 
Washington from Tokio by United States Ambassa- 
dor Luke E. Wright. 

The value of the imports of Japan in 1905 is stated 
at $243,291,900 and in 1906 $208,562,900, showing a 
decrease of $34,729,000 last year. The exports for the 
same years amounted to $160,123,700 and $210,987,- 
100, respectively, showing an increase of $50,863,400 
in 1906. The increase in exports and the decrease in 
imports made a favorable balance of trade for Japan 
last year of $2,424,200, the first balance showing an 
excess of exports over imports since 1895. In 1905 
the imports were $83,158,200 in excess of the exports. 
This is considered a very favorable showing for Japan- 
ese trade in 1906. 

The composition of the trade of Japan in the two 
years mentioned was varied. The imports included 
considerable quantities of machinery and raw mate- 
rials for manufacturing purposes, nearly half of the 
total amount in both years being credited to raw cot- 
ton. Iron nails to the amount of $1,250,000 were im- 
ported in each year and other iron manufactures to the 
average amount of $13,000,000 each year. 

The exports ranged from manufactures of silk, cot- 
ton, and porcelain to copper, coarse and refined, more 
than $20,000,000 worth of copper having been export- 
ed in the two years. 

The shipping statistics for the two years show that 
Japan is by no means content to have its foreign trade 
carried on by means of foreign ships exclusively, for 
the year 1906 showed a vast increase over 1905 in the 
tonnage of Japanese ships entering and clearing from 
Japanese ports as compared with the tonnage of for- 
eign ships. The Japanese tonnage in 1906 was two- 
fifths of the total, as compared with one-eighth in 1905. 

According to the returns of the Bureau of Statistics 
at Washington, the trade of the United States with 
Japan during the calendar years 1905 and 1906 was as 
follows: Imports, $50,703,377 and $64,791,485, re- 
spectively, an increase in 1906 of $14,088,100; exports, 
$55,757,008 and $34,405,978, respectively, a decrease 
in 1906 of $21,351,890. 

Of the increase in our imports from Japan, that in 
raw silk amounted to nearly $11,000,000 in the total 
increase Of $14,088,100. This bears testimony to the 
activity of the silk industry in the United States. The 
other imports in which increases occurred were coppet 
bars and ingots, tea,.china and porcelain, etc. The 
copper imports amounted to $1,146,276, against noth- 
ing in 1905. 

The largest decrease in our exports to Japan in 1906 
occurred in raw cotton, $4,450,976. Although the ex- 
ports of cotton to Japan in 1906 were less than in 
1905, they were more than double those of 1904. 

The trade with Japan is undoubtedly worth cultivat- 
ing and as the development of the mighty little nation 
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continues it is possible that it may afford a still wider 
field for the enterprise of American manufacture;s. 
But the indications are that we must look upon the 
Japanese as coming competitors in the markets of the 
world. They promise to be commercial foemen worthy 
of our steel. 








Speaking at the recent annual dinner of the Ameri- 
can Association of Commerce and Trade in Berlin, 
President Frank Hessenberg referred 


be — with pardonable enthusiasm to the mar- 
Berlin,  V©lous development of the United States 
and made special mention of its copper 

production. The figures which he quoted are truly 


surprising. 

The yield of copper in the United States in the 
year 1906 is estimated, he said, at 780,000 tons or at 
the rate of about 15,000 tons a week. The Calumet 
& Hecla and the Anaconda mines each now produce 
annually more copper than did all the mines of the 
world during the first five years of the 19th century, 
and there are 15 individual companies each of which 
turns out more than was produced all over the globe 
100 years ago. 

The value of the copper produced by the United 
States is at present about $200,000,000 per annum, 
compared with $105,000,000 in 1904 and $33,500,000 
in 1888. The Lake Superior mines alone are now 
making every day copper worth about $150,000, 
whereas the total value of all the minerals produced 
in the United States is estimated .at the enormous 
figure of about $2,000,000,000 per annum. 

The conclusion drawn by Mr. Hessenberg in the 
German capital after a review of the tremendous nat- 
ural resources and manufacturing output of the 
United States was a sound and commendable one, 
namely, that in order to turn all these magnificent 
results to the best advantage we require the good 
influence of treaties of commerce and the co-operation 
of organizations for the promotion of trade.

I jearn from a valued British exchange, Domestic 
Engineering, published in Liverpool, and “the only 
paper in Europe devoted solely to the science of heat- 
ing, ventilating and plumbing, some interesting facts 
about the styles of house heating that prevailed in 
Britain eighteen hundred years ago—just a few years 
before Round Oak stoves were first made at Dow- 
agiac, Michigan. 

My highly esteemed contemporary on the other side 
of what the Englishman, fondly cherishing the idea 
that it is an Americanism, calls “the pond,” gravely 
resurrects the following: 

“An unusual type of Roman villa has been un- 
earthed on the site of the ancient Roman encampment 
in Britain at Caerwent. The remains have been found 
to be in an excellent state of preservation. In the 
basement two completely perfect heating devices or 
hypocausts were found, together with the peculiar blue 
tiles utilized by the owners for conducting the heat 
from the stove in the basement and radiating it 
through the upper rooms of the dwelling. In the base- 
ment some exquisite specimens of Roman paving were 
also unearthed.” 

I confess a renewed liking for that word “hypo- 
caust.” As a synonym for furnace it is all right. 
Like the bloke in the English music hall song—“ ’E’s 
hall right w’en you knows ’im, but you ’as to know ’im 
first.”

One of the window displays that received honorable 
mention from the judges in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN 
competition recently closed was made by Mr. John 
E. Hardy of the Honeyman Hardware Company, Inc., 
Fourth and. Alder streets, Portland, Ore. In describ- 
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two shelves, about 30 inches by 12 inches wide, draped 
in white bunting and edged with ribbon and then cov- 
ered with bright coil chain.

He is on the right 
track.

An odd or unusual advertisement often results in se- 
curing for the advertiser even more publicity than he 
has calculated upon. An instance of this is seen in 
the result that followed the painting of a large sign on 
the blank wall of the new four-story plating plant of 
the Penn Hardware Company in Reading, Pennsyl- 
vania. The name of the firm appeared in monster let- 
ters, fifteen feet in length, the sign being seventy-five 
feet from the ground and readable at a great distance. 
The local newspapers thought it such an unusual piece 
of work that they published pictures and descriptions 
of this immense sign, which, of course, largely in- 
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creased the publicity which -the company gained 
through the-sign. Of course, it is not every hardware 
retailer who has a blank wall space 60 x 35 feet away 
up in the air for sign purposes, but wherever possil'e 
the use of extra large signs is an effective means { 
local advertising.

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STUDY BRINGS SUCCESS.

[he average man, when he has worked hard seven, 
eight, or perhaps ten hours at his regular employment, 
has little disposition to devote additional time to study 
or to some other line of effort. He prefers to spend 
the rest of his day in rest and recreation. This pref- 
erence may be wise or not, according to the condi- 
nence in the callings they already were in, and others 
have by this means been enabled to leave the lines 
they were in and enter businesses and professions more 
congenial or profitable. Still others, while continuing 
in their original avocations, have by energetic and 
systematic use of spare time added to their incomes 
and even achieved lasting fame in altogether distinct 
branches of endeavor. 

The lesson which the careers of such persons hold 
for those who are not advancing as fast as they de- 
sire to, or who are engaged in work that is not con- 
genial, or who have a taste for some line of effort 
tions of the particular case, but it is a fact that many 
men have owed their success chiefly to the work they 
have done “on the side.” Numbers by studying dur- 
ing leisure hours have fitted themselves to reach emi- 
which they hesitate to enter for fear it will not prove 
remunerative, would seem to be obvious. There are 
few employments in this age of short hours of labor 
which don’t leave a good deal of leisure which may 
be devoted to outside study and work. Methodical 
utilization of this time might in most cases—and in 
many instances does—prove the road to culture and 
the realization of cherished ambitions. 

American history is full of examples of men who 
owed their success largely to the use of time which 
others would have wasted. Henry Clay got his lit- 
erary and legal education by study outside business 
hours while in a small store and later in the office of 
the high court of chancery in Richmond, Thomas H, 
3enton and Stephen A. Douglass studied law while 
teaching. The story is familiar of how Lincoln mas- 
tered grammar and Euclid by the light of a pine knot 
and of how he read law after his daily work as a 
country storekeeper and postmaster was done. 

The case of James A. Tawney, chairman of the 
house committee on appropriations and one of the 
leaders of Congress, shows it still is possible to be- 
come lawyer and statesman as Clay and Lincoln did. 
He fitted himself for the bar while laboring at the 
blacksmith’s forge. 

Many men have climbed to the top of the business 
ladder in much the same way. It was Mr. Carnegie’s 
constant study while as a boy he tended an engine, 
while he was a messenger in a telegraph office, and 
while he was secretary to Thomas A. Scott of the 
“cnnsylvania Railway, that enabled him to become 
e greatest of steel manufacturers and _philanthro- 

ts, 

Webster, being asked how he was able to prepare 

great reply to Hayne in so short a time, answered 

it he had prepared it years before when he was a 

ung lawyer without clients back in New Hamp- 

‘re. He equipped himself to be the “expounder of 
© constitution” by getting a firm grasp of its prin- 
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ciples when he had nothing else to do, The secret 
of success is to be ready to seize opportunity when 
it comes. As J. G. Holland says: “Work seeks the 
best hands as naturally as water runs downhill.” 

It often is a practical impossibility for a man to 
leave the business or profession he is in and follow 
his bent along some other line. Perhaps his obligations 
to others require him to stay where he is. Many per- 
sons similarly situated have defied the untoward cir- 
cumstances and realized their ambitions by careful 
employment of their leisure. Probably most persons 
imagine that Charles Lamb, most delightful of English 
essayist, devoted his life to literature. As a matter 
of fact, most of his best work was done during the 
thirty-five years he was a clerk in the offices of the 
East India Company. 

The great philosopher, John Stuart Mill, likewise 
was for thirty-five years a clerk in the East India 
Company’s offices, his two longest and most impor- 
tant works, “Political Economy” and “Logic,” besides 
most of his essays, being written in his spare time 
during this period. 

Burns wrote his immortal poems while following 
the plow and tending cattle. The American poet and 
critic, Edmund Clarence Stedman, is a New York 
banker and a familiar figure in Wall street. Charles 
L. Pidgin, the American novelist, is the capable secre- 
tary of the Massachusetts bureau of labor statistics. 
Edward Noyes Westcott, who won fame in a day by 
his novel, “David Harum,” was a banker at Svracuse, 
N. Y. His untimely death just before his book at- 
tained its almost unprecedented popularity, is the sad- 
dest event in Américan literary history. Among teach- 
ers who are also authors are Myra Kelly, Stanley 
Hall, and Brander Matthews. F. Hopkinson Smith, 
novelist and painter, is by profession an architect. An- 
other painter-author is Kenyon Cox. 

Mr. Roosevelt has done some outside writing even 
since he has been president. Senator Lodge—who is, 
by the way, the only member of either house of Con- 
gress who, in his autobiography in the congressional 
directory, gives literature as his profession—is histe- 
rian, biographer and essayist. 

Mr. Gladstone was an authority on Homer. Lord 
Salisbury wrote magazine articles in his early man- 
hood,.and, while he was prime minister, had a private 
laboratory and took his recreation dabbling in science.

The American Metal Market says: “A company 
has been formed in Japan for the purpose of estab- 
lishing spelter and zinc rolling works with the object, 
not only of satisfying domestic demand, but of culti- 
vating an export trade with adjoining markets. Hith- 
erto the zinc ore mined in Japan has been sent abroad 
to be refined, but this is no longer to be the case.

A large number of communications have been re- 
ceived by THE AMERICAN ARTISAN with reference to 
the questions asked by “Inquirer” of Sioux Falls, 
South Dakota, in our issue of March 30, as to the 
advisability of covering hot air pipes with asbestos 
paper. Several of these communications make inter- 
esting reading for furnace men, and are reproduced 
below. “Inquirer’s” letter read as follows: 

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I wish the.furnace men would give their views as to the 
covering of hot air pipes with asbestos paper, excepting 
wall-stacks. Does it do any good? If so in what way? I 
claim it is an extra expense for nothing; as the heat will 
expand through it as much with the pipe covered as one with 
no paper on. It may be a good thing to cover the pipes 
where they are exposed to cold drafts. 

If the covering was one-half inch thick why then it 
would do some good. The paper is a conductor of heat, as 
it is made into mats to cook with, and if the heat would not 
penetrate through it you could not use it in cooking. There 
is quite a controversy over it here. I would like to hear 
from the furnace men on the subject, as to their experience. 


The consensus of opinion among furnace men ap- 


pears to be that it is desirable to cover pipes with 


asbestos paper and the thicker the covering the better, 
while even a thin covering is better than none at all. 
Some of the letters received in answer to “Inquirer” 
are as follows: 
Finds Asbestos Paper a Great Benefit. 

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: . 

I noticed “Inquirer’s” question about asbestos paper and 
I wish to state that I have found that asbestos paper is a 
great benefit to my furnace jobs. It is not only a non-con- 
ductor of heat but it strengthens the pipes and makes them 
airtight, which goes a long way in making a good job. I 
always cover my hot-air pipes with two thicknesses of heavy 
asbestos and I find that the air is at a higher temperature 
as it enters the room if the pipes are covered with heavy as- 
bestos. I am sure that “Inquirer” will have the same re- 
sults if he tries it.

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In reply to “Inquirer” we would say that we recommend 
to our customers that they cover their hot air pipes in the 
cellar with asbestos paper. One reason we think this is an 
advantage is that asbestos paper, while it will get hot, is not 
a good radiating surface, and does not throw off heat in the 
cellar like the pipe will. 

Another advantage is that no matter how good a work- 
man the tinner may be, there are often slight openings where 
joints of pipe slip together, and if there are these openings 
they are constantly admitting air from the cellar into the 
pipe leading into the house, and also any dust from the cellar 
will suck in through these openings, and be conveyed to the 
house, and from all appearances it will be direct from the 
furnace, while in fact this is simply coming from the cellar. 

As we guarantee in our construction of the furnaces 
that there will be no gas or dust coming from it, we find it 
of a great advantage to have the hot air pipes covered with 
No. 10 asbestos paper. We also recommend to our custom- 
ers that they cover the casings with paper in the same man- 
ner and for the reasons mentioned above. We think it is 
time and money well spent.

It is very evident to our minds that your Sioux Falls 
correspondent is not a “henpecked husband,” consequently 
is not educated in the use of asbestos mats for cooking to 
which he refers, or he would be aware that these mats are 
not used to gather and create heat but for the purpose of 
retarding the force of the heat, and thus prevent the burning 
of food which requires slow cooking. We suggest that he 
ask his wife or his best girl. These mats are thin and cool 
the heat before it reaches the kettle. 

With hot air heating, the air which circulates through

the pipes should be kept as hot as possible until it reaches 
the room above, and if one-half inch thickness of asbestos 
paper will hold all the heat a single thickness will do its 
proportionate good. “Inquirer” excepts wall stacks, but in 
eur opinion the wall stacks do not need the covering so 
much as the pipes in the cellar. Heat travels perpendicularly 
and when it reaches the wall stacks it can travel its own 
natural course, and very little heat will be lost, but in the 
cellar it must travel nearly horizontally, consequently flows 
more slowly, and it has more opportunity to escape through 
the pipes into the cellar. Every furnace man knows that a 
low furnace and a deep cellar will make the best job, as the 
pipes get a better rise, and consequently the heat can travel 
a more natural course. 

If your Sioux Falls ‘correspondent will take a single 
thickness of newspaper and go out into the cool atmosphere, 
he will discover that he can keep his hands warm by wrapping 
them in the paper. This keeps the heat in and the cold 
out. If a single thickness of newspaper will keep the heat 
in the hands, a thickness of asbestos paper (which is much 
heavier than newspaper) over a hot air pipe will accomplish 
better results, as the asbestos covering on the pipes is im- 
proved by the paste which holds it in place. This closes all 
porous openings and forms a coating which nearly doubles 
the efficiency of the paper. 

We shall be glad to hear further from “Inquirer.”

Money Well Invested in Asbestos.

We hardly think that we could add anything to the 
knowledge of your correspondent, “Inquirer,” regarding as- 
bestos paper covering for warm air pipes, . Certainly if 
buyers of furnaces would go to the expense of covering their 
warm air pipes with asbestos paper one-half inch thick it 
would be money well invested, and surely some covering for 
a warm air pipe even though thin is better than nothing, for 
the very reason that we have seen a long warm air pipe 
running to a rear bedroom, we will say upstairs, that did 
its work very much better after it was covered with one 
thickness of asbestos paper, so it kept the air warmer in 
transit than no covering at all. We believe two thicknesses 
of the ordinary asbestos paper put on a warm air pipe 
will save a great deal of heat and that one thickness, as said 
before, is decidedly better than none at all. If this adds 
anything to the discussion we shall be very glad we ex- 
pressed ourselves.

One Wrapping of Asbestos Helps. 


To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In regard to wrapping pipes we will say that the air 
as it enters the furnace casing at the bottom is only heated 
until it enters the hot air pipes and air’as soon as it is 
not being heated begins to cool where it comes in contact 
with any surface or body that is colder than itself, so that 
the farther it travels through the pipes the more it will cool 
off before it gets into the room, so that in wrapping pipes 
you prevent the cold air from coming in contact with it. 
Even one wrapping of asbestos of the thinnest kind helps 
and the more you put on the less it cools your air. That 
is the principle for wrapping pipes.

Would Not Cover Cellar Pipes. 


To Tue AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Relative to covering the hot air pipes of furnaces, we 
‘would say that single wall pipes should always be well 
covered with asbestos paper. We do not think that the cover- 
ing of round pipes in the cellar will add anything to the 
amount of heated air carried through these pipes into the 
upper rooms. Unless it is desirable for some purpose to 
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keep the cellar cool, we think the advantage is in not cove: - 
ing the round pipes, for the reason that it is well to have 
the lower floor of the house well heated, and this can }< 
done by the- amount of radiation from these uncovered 
hot air pipes in the cellar, as well as the furnace casings 
not being covered by asbestos paper. In other words, in 
order to get the most heat possible from the furnace in the 
house, it is well to leave both the furnace casings and a/! 
round hot air pipes in the cellar uncovered. This, of course, 
is supposing the cellar is well constructed and with no circu- 
lation of cold air from the outside through the cellar.

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MITER PATTERNS FOR SKYLIGHT BARS. 
NO. 4. 
BY LOUIS OEHRING. 
THE JACK BAR. 
This bar is No. 6 of Fig. 1 and the miter shown in 
Fig. 6, making the joint included in the arc f, Fig. 1. 
To get this pattern first draw the plan of the joint as

shown in Fig. 6 by A B CD E F G, also the section 
‘), which is the shape of the jack bar, this being the 
ame as the plain bar and P, which is the section of 
he hip. The miter line of the intersection is shown 
n plan by the lines E F G. Now, draw the elevation 
{ the jack bar by drawing the line W X at an inclina- 
ion equal to the pitch of the skylight, which in this 
problem we have taken as one-third of the span. Draw 
‘he section R in the position here shown, and from it 


project the lines I J M K parallel to W X; also the 
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line of the condensation gutter. From the plan project 
the points on the miter lines at right angles to D E, to 
the lines in the elevation representing the same lines 
of the plan. If you stop and reason a little you will 
realize that if the condensation gutter of the jack bar 
is permitted to miter with that of the hip, 
it will require notching the gutter of the hip, 
so any condensation from the hip will be led 
from the hip down the gutter of the jack bar. To 
avoid this, provision can be made in the pattern of the 
jack bar, so the condensation can be led down the en- 
tire length of the hip. To better see this, the dotted 
lines have been drawn from the section P, where a bc 
d represents notching in the sides of the jack bar, leav- 
ing an opening for the moisture to pass down. It will 
be seen that the height of this notching is equal to the 
height of the condensation gutter, and to locate it on 
the jack bar sides, draw a line from m to n at section 
QO, where it crosses the sides of the bar. Ato p will 
be the line of the notching on the jack bar. Project 
these points to the plan of the joint as here noted by 
prs. Project these points in turn to elevation where 
they are noted by the letters v t u. Through all the 
points projected from plan to the elevation, draw the 
lines shown at J X*K, these representing the miter 
lines of the jack bar in elevation. 

Draw the stretchout line S T at right angles to W 
X; on it.set off the stretchout of section R in the same 
manner as explained for previous bars. Through the 
points on the stretchout line draw lines parallel to 
W X, and from the elevation project the lines parallel 
to S T, as shown from all the points representing the 
miter line in elevation. Disregard the points v t u at 
this time. Through the points established in the pat- 
tern draw the irregular line from C” to C’ as shown. 
From section R take the distance 4 to x and set it off 
on the stretchout line from 4 to y and 8 to x. From 
these points draw lines parallel to other lines of the 
pattern until they cross the irregular line drawn 
from C” to C’ as shown by b” b’. Now pro- 
ject the points v t u of elevation in like manner 
as other points have been projected to the pattern, 
crossing the proper representative lines, and complete 
the pattern by connecting the balance of the points, 
The pattern is here represented by L M U O. The 
upper part of the bar only being required, as the lower 
part is the same as the lower part of the plain bar 
shown in figure 2.

In their experience, they say they have found that 
roofing tin provides not only equal but superior pro- 
tection, while the cost of construction is naturally far 
less, for the reason that roofing tin is so light there is 
but little roof stress and very simple construction will 
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afford all the support it requires. This means a con- 
siderable saving in the cost of construction and should 
be carefully considered by building owners before de- 
ciding the kind of roofing material to use. 

In case of fire or earthquake, it is claimed that 
tin roofs withstand flames or shock far better than 
any other material. Heavy roofs soon give away and 
fall with a cash, while the lighter roofs covered with 
tin have often been known to remain intact even with 
most of the supports removed. These points are of 
interest to every architect and property owner and 
President Seabrook will gladly send more detailed in- 
formation along these lines to anyone in the roofing 
business who will write for the same.

We do not think it is a very practicable idea for 
you to undertake retinning old tinware. The only 
practicable way that occurs to us would be to send 
the old ware to a factory for retinning. This, how- 
ever, is often impossible on account of distance and 
the consequent freight expense. 

The following is given as a method of repairing 
granite ware: Place the article to be repaired on a 
square or mandrel stake and hammer on the defective 
spot, when the coating will come off of a sufficient 
space to solder or patch.

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METALLIZING FLOWERS AND OTHER OBJECTS. 





Consul General George W. Roosevelt of Brusse';, 
Belgium, reports the successful development. there «{ 
a new method of making bronze-plated objects, as fo'- 
lows: 

“The first attempts at metallizing objects was know: 
to the industrial world as long ago as 1861-66, whe: 
unsuccessful efforts were made to metallize flowers, 
fruits, etc. After six years of laborious research an 
experiments, H. Monge and C. Arzano succeeded i: 
perfecting the art, and recently established a factory 
at 17 Rue d’Irland Saint-Gilles, Brussels, for the man- 
ufacture of bronze-plated art objects, ancient and moc- 
ern, By their process, the secret of which they jeal- 
ously guard, they are enabled to metallize even so deli- 
cate a thing as lace or a rose in full bloom. 

“The object of this establishment is to place hand- 
somely finished metallized objects on the market, in 
every particular equal to, but at one-eighth the cost 
of cast bronze, and to immutably fix the incomparab!< 
forms nature gives to her products, such as flowers, 
leaves, fruits, insects, etc. These the most skillful 
have heretofore only furnished imitations of by cov- 
ering the object by electrolytic means with an exceed- 
ingly thin but dense as possible coating of brass, which 
transforms the natural objects into bronze. 

“Without disclosing secret methods of metalliz- 
ing, no hesitancy was observed concerning a descrip- 
tion of the length of time that objects were retained 
in what is known as the bath. The length of time 
varies according to the character of the object, and 
the complication of its detail, from twenty-four to 
seventy-two hours. The subjects selected for metal- 
lizing are generally well known works of fameus art- 
ists, objects for decoratic purposes, and artistic ob- 
jects, such as card and ash receivers, frames, etc. The 
finished articles, which resemble in weight, texture, 
color, etc., real bronze, are entirely different from any 
manufacture now on the market, as they are declared 
chemically pure copper and not a mixture or com- 
position.”

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Spring business in hardware has been generally 
good during the past week, both manufacturers and 
jobbers being busy in supplying the increased demand 
of the season. No increase in prices is noted, but 
there is great scarcity in the western supply of wire 
cloth, screens and screen ‘doors and poultry netting. 
Advanced prices in these lines are looked for as the 
demand far exceeds the visible supply. 

The whole tone of the hardware market is firm, with 
an upward tendency. The continued high prices of 
raw materials tends to maintain the firmness and with 
stocks now rapidly moving into consumption present 
high prices are likely to be continued. 

The hardware dealers in the far Western section 
say that their business during March surpassed that 
of any previous year, having exceeded that of March, 
1906, by fully twenty-five per cent. The condition of 
the roads in the mining districts has improved and a 
larger business is being done in mining supplies. 

A shortage of supply is also reported in small farm- 
ing tools, and manufacturers are said to be months 
behind on their orders. 

In wire nails there is no cessation to the demand, 
and the closing of some of the mills for awhile, owing 
to the recent floods, has placed them still further be- 
hind on deliveries. The market is firm, and mills are 
getting premiums of 5@roc for immediate shipment, 
Demand for cut nails is as strong as ever, with indica- 
tions of an advance in prices shortly. Premiums are 
paid for prompt shipment of barb and fence wire. 

Sporting goods are in seasonable demand and a 
record trade is looked for this year in baseball and 
golf supplies, with firearms and tennis goods also mov- 
ing freely. 





TIN PLATE. 

There has been no change in the base price of tin 
plates since October 25, 1906, when it was raised to

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
ort: 

“The second quarter of the year starts off with condi- 
ns intensified at all points. The market is stronger to-day 
in at any time during the past six months and furnaces are 
oked for a longer period ahead and at better average 
sures than at any time previously in their history. Consum- 
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ers are taking every pound of iron due them on contracts 
and in many instances specifying for anticipation of the de- 
liveries called for. Recent business has been largely sale of 
small tonnage for immediate shipment and is made up of off 
lots and high silicon iron for which furnaces generally do 
not contract ahead. 

“Tt appears from careful investigation in the Birming- 
ham district, that the large tonnage generally supposed to be 
in the yards there, only amounts to about 25,000 tons and 
as this is moving in fair shape, there will be no tremendous 
dump of southern iron on any market as has been anticipated 
by some. The southern furnaces are in a very strong 
statistical position. 

“Indications of heavy buying movement are again in the 
air. Last year about this time, the tendency was to go 
slow and only buy for business that consumers actually saw 
in sight. The result was, that from July on it was prac- 
tically impossible to get iron to take care of pressing busi- 
ness, and these conditions are apparently going to be re- 
peated this year on an intensified scale. When it is figured 
that even now with many northern furnaces, the whole atti- 
tude is one of complacency and inability to take care of 
additional business for the third quarter, buyers are profiting 
by experience last year and recent active inquiry indicates a 
tendency to forestall a repetition of these conditions. Re- 
ports from consumers generally throughout the west indicate 
that businéss during the first quarter with them has ex- 
ceeded anything previously for the same time. 

“Several occurrences of national importance and influence 
on the country’s trade are noted in the Chicago municipal 
election, the settlement of labor difficultics in the west and 
the bright outlook for crops. Business conditions as traced 
by the commercial agencies show a stability of trade that is 
inspiring. 

“Sales of Bessemer and basic iron in the Pittsburg district 
have cleaned up the market to July 1. Favored brands of 
foundry iron everywhere are at prices for spot shipment 
wherever available. 

“Coke is moderately active, with prices somewhat easier. 
There is considerable tonnage of furnace coke temporarily 
available on account of the blowing out or banking of furnaces 
in the west and south.” . 


Matthew, Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“Interest in the pig iron market centers entirely around 
the last half of the year. The second quarter is no longer 
open for discussion. All of the iron that can be made in the 
country for April, May and June, except a beggarly trifle of 
spot stuff, the tonnage of which is not worth consideration, 
has been sold, and the second quarter is practically a closed 
incident. 

“In regard to the last half of the year, there is no ques- 
tion but the prevailing opinion is that prices are going to be 
firm and high. This is abundantly shown by the fact that so 
many consumers have already covered their wants for that 
time. Furnace order books were never in the history of the 
trade better filled than at the present time. A very large per- 
centage of the iron that can be made during the third quarter 
has been sold, and probably more than one-half of all the iron 
that can be made during the fourth quarter. The faith that 
consumers have in the market is well illustrated by the sale 
this week of upwards of 200,000 tons of Valley Bessemer to 
independent steel makers. These Bessemer transactions in 
their magnitude and interest overshadow all the other events 
of the week. 

“The Southern railroads have been doing much better for 
the past six weeks than previously, and the 70,000 tons of iron 
which had accumulated on furnace yards has been reduced so 
that now there is less than 25,000 tons on hand. This 25,000 
tons is mainly made up of off grade iron. The quantity of 
merchant foundry iron on hand both in furnace and con- 
sumers’ yards is extremely limited, and within a short time 
users of Southern iron will be entirely dependent on ship- 
ments each day as the iron is made. This is already the case 
in the North, where there is no reserve supply at all. 

“During the week business in foundry iron has been in 
small lots. There has been a steady purchasing in minor 
quantities of iron for the last half, and there has been a 
larger demand than could be supplied of iron for immediate 
delivery. 

“Prices remain unchanged—$23.00 for spot Southern 2 
being the asking price, and $18.50 for delivery over the last 
half. Northern No. 1 for immediate delivery is $25.00, and 
No. 1 for the last half $22.00.”
